FINAL SETTLEMENT 


Walsh Properties to be Sold at Auc­ 
tion, According to Decree of 
Federal Court. 


DATE OF SA L E NOT DESIG NATED 


Much Speculation in Railroad Circles 
As to What Disposition Will 
Be Made of the Road. 


The ten days, which were allowed 
b y Judge A. B. Anderson to the South­ 
ern Indiana R ailroad Company for 
the payment of the sum of $3,547,- 
115.51 due the trustees of the general 
m ortgage b onds, have expired and 
there is much speculation as to w hat 
disposition will b e made of the proper­ 
ty. 
According to the decree of the 
court, the road will he sold at auction, 
although the date of the sale has not 
yet b een designated. 
It is b elieved, 
however, that the sale will he made 
within a short time. 
The indeb tedness of the Southern 
Indiana and the Chicago Southern is 
very heavy. 
The amount of principal 
and interest on the first mortgage 
b onds of the Southern Indiana road is 
$7,537,000. 
This was due Feb ruary 
1, 1909. 
The principal and interest 
on second m ortgage b onds is $3,547,- 
115, which is also due. 
The am ount 
due on the collateral b onds of the Chi­ 
cago Southern railroad is $3,700,890. 
This was due July 1, 1907. 
Since it b ecame known that the road 
would prob ab ly b e sold, there have 
b een a numb er of reports as to what 
com pany would b uy it. 
It is rumored 
that the Big Four would like to own 
the road, in order that they may have 
a direct line into the Bedford stone 
district. 
It is said that if they suc­ 
ceed in getting the road, they will ex­ 
pend large sums of money in improv­ 
ing the track and roadb ed, and will 
make it one of the b est lines from 
point of construction in Indiana. 
It was rumored here W ednesday 
that the Baltimore A' Ohio Southw es­ 
tern had practically closed negotia­ 
tions for the S. I. properties, b ut this 
report is b elieved to b e untrue. 
It 
has b een reported at various times 
that the B. & O. would like to have the 
Southern Indiana road, as it could b e 
operated to a good advantage in con­ 
nection with the main line, which 
passes through this city. 
By the pur­ 
chase of the Chicago Southern, a part 
o f the W alsh properties, the B. & <>. 
would have a direct line from Chicago 
to Louisville, which, it is said,...they 
have desired to operate for some time. 
A nother report has it that the Penn­ 
sylvania Company has an eye on the 
W alsh roads, and that they will b e 
one of the b idders when the property 
is offered at auction. 
It is b elieved 
that either the B. & O. S-W. or the 
Pennsylvania companies would find 
the Southern Indiana a profitab le in­ 
vestment. as that road could b e op­ 
erated in connection with the main 
lines, which meet with the S. T. in this 
city. 
While it is the opinion of some that 
the Southern Indiana and Chicago 
Southern railroads will b e purchased 
b y a competing company, others are 
of the opinion that the b ondholders 
and stockholders will b uy in the prop­ 
erty when it is sold according to the 
decree of the court. 
It is said that 
the holders of the b onds are now m ak­ 
ing arrangem ents to file a b id, and 


b est of condition, which will req uire 
the expenditure of much money. 
The traffic on the Southern Indiana 
road is now very heavy, and m any ex­ 
tra train s are b eing run daily. 
The 
freight b usiness into Terre H aute has 
b een unusually large during the past 
few months, and the company has 
operated more trains than ever b e 
fore. As soon as the road is sold, the 
entire line will prob ab ly undergo ex 
tensive repairs and, with additional 
equipment, which is req uired, the com­ 
pany will b e ab le to handle the heavy 
b usiness to a much b etter advantage.

William Parsley, of Nob les- 
ville, has b een employed as chief line­ 
man, and will move here with his fam ­ 
ily as soon as he can find a suitab le 
house. 
Mr. Layton will estab lish his 
office here next week, and will spend 
most of his time in this city so lie can 
superintend the work of constructing 
the system. 
Mr. Layton will move 
here some time during the summer. 
The officers of the new company 
have not yet decided where they will 
b uild their plant, hut are contem plat­ 
ing erecting the b uilding along the 
track of the Southern Indiana rail­ 
road. 
By locating their plant here 
they can have the advantage of a 
side-track from the main line, and 
can thus get the coal to their plant 
without the additional cost of tra n s ­ 
portation. 
The S. I. also gives a di­ 
rect route into the Indiana coal fields, 
which is an inducement to any factory 
using a large amount of fuel. 
A large amount of the machinery 
for the plant has already b een se ­ 
lected and will prob ab ly b e ordered 
tomorrow, so that there will b e no 
delay when the plant is completed.

DELAYED IN M AKING CHANGE 


Intended to Have System Installed by 
July I, but Railroad Men Say 
That Cannot Be Done.

Contract Awarded for Repairing the 
Thompson Bridge in Hamilton 
Township. 


At the regular monthly session of 
the county commissioners b ids were 
opened for the repair if the J. B. 
Thompson b ridge in Hamilton tow n­ 
ship. 
Estim ates were given on the 
work b y four contractors, b ut the b id 
of Charles Rosenmever was the lowest 
and was accepted. 
He proposed to 
furnish the new lumb er at $3 per hun­ 
dred, construct the concrete work for 
$5.50 per cub ic yard, and perform the 
other work as specified for $325. 
No other b usiness of importance 
was considered at the meeting, except 
the allowing of the regular claims. 


The officials of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Southwestern are figuring on in 
stalling a b lock system of signals 
along this division, b ut none of the 
particulars have b een given out. 
If 
is said that tin* company intended to 
have the system in operation b y July 
1, mut railroad men say that cannot 
now he done. 
Rum or among the railroad men ha 
b een rife for the last few days in 
regard to the b lock system of signals. 
Some of them claim that the company 
intends to install the b lock signals 
along the road at a distance of every 
five miles, b ut this is not known to he 
a fact. 
It is known, though, that a 
b lock signal was unloaded near W ash 
ington this week, hut no workmen have 
b een sent there to erect it. 
Whether 
it is to b e used as a dem onstrator is 
not known. 
A systein of b lock signals would he 
costly, as this would entail the ex­ 
pense of hiring a numb er of operators, 
b esides the installation of the signals. 
But it would prob ab ly he a saving to 
the railroad company in the long run, 
as it would b e a much needed device 
for safety t<> tra ins. When the b lock 
sig na ls are at a distance of five miles 
it alm ost precludes all possib ility of 
a wreck. 
It would b e a great improvement 
on the B. A O. Southwestern if a 
good system were installed like is 
used on some of the b est roads in 
the 
country 
now. 
And 
from 
the 
amount of talk that is going the 
rounds, it seems to he a certainty that 
the system is to he put in use. 
W ith the b lock system many addi­ 
tional operators will b e req uired, and 
a s the company has b een employing 
new telegraphers for the past several 
weeks, it is thought that the system 
will b e installed in the near future.
